EDITORIAL 


ASW applauds the National Soccer 
League for at last getting to grips with 
the distressing business of income and 
expentiture — credits and debits. 

At the NSL’s Council meeting next 
Sunday, there will be serious debate on 
the imbalance between money being 
spent by clubs and gate receipts. 

The NSL has only two alternatives. It 
can boost income by getting more spec- 
tators to matches or it can slash its 
heavy overheads. 

The first prospect looks an imposs- 
ible dream. Spectators are staying 
away from Soccer — and just about 
every other sport — in Eonsianty in- 
creasing numbers. 

All sorts of promotional gimmicks 
have been tried by some NSL clubs but, 
on the whole, they have failed to lure 
the cash customers through the 
turnstiles. 

So, if we accept that there is no 
immediate chance of upping gate re- 
ceipts, this leaves the NSL with the 
Prospect of reducing outgoings. 

At the Council meeting, it appears 
certain that a maximum figure will be 
placed on transfer fees. The figure is 
tipped to be $20,000. 

There will also be an investigation of 
the desirability of imposing a maximum 
wage. 

A sharp decrease in signing-on fees 
is also due for discussion. 

We do not doubt that such measures 
are essential if clubs are to make any 
pretence of balancing their books. 

It is a pity the players are to be the 
only sufferers if, and when, these 
severe economies are imposed. 

While quite a number of players are 
clearly overpaid (after negotiating 
sweetheart deals with over-indulgent 
club officials), the majority get a 
reasonable rate for the job. 

Take the average semi-pro. He may 
pick up $200 a game — less tax. For 
this, he has to train three or four nights 
a week after a normal day at his outside 
employment. He must play once or 
twice a week. He faces the ever-present 
danger of being seriously injured. 

Ask him to take-a cut in his Soccer 
pay and he will complain bitterly. 
Wouldn't you? 

It will be terribly difficult for the NSL 
to supervise its proposed maximum 
transfer fee. 

Consider what happened in England. 

In 1905, Middlesbrough paid Sunder- 
land one thousand pounds for a player 
called Alf Common and everybody thou- 
ght Middlesbrough had gone mad by 
introducing the very first four-figure 
transfer deal. 

In January 1908, the Football League, 
still upset over the Common transfer, 
imposed a maximum figure on transfers 
(three hundred and fifty pounds!) 

In April 1908, the Football League got 
rid of its transfer maximum after only 
three months. . because the new rule 
was unworkable and was abused by 
clubs from its inception. 

History suggests the NSL will face 
similar problems. 

Neverthless, itis good that something 
is being done. 

Unless the enormous difference bet- 
ween gate takings and expenditure is 
heavily reduced, there can be no hope
